Mr.  Ch.mrm.AiN,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  School 
Health  Services  for  1953. 

The  School  Health  Service  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations 
which  came  into  operation  in  August,  1953,  maxie  certain  changes  in  the 
categories  of  Handicapped  Pupils  and  also  in  the  requirements  for 
Medical  and  Dental  Inspection. 

It  was  necessary  to  employ  a School  Medical  Officer  for  two  or 
three  sessions  a week  to  meet  with  the  requirements  of  the  new  Reg- 
ulations and  to  bring  our  Inspections  up  to  date. 

The  Dental  Staff  was  increased  by  the  replacement  of  the  Part- 
Time  School  Dental  Officer  (2-3  sessions  per  week)  in  March  by  a full 
time  School  Dental  Officer.  In  so  doing  it  was  anticipated  that  a regular 
system  of  Inspection  and  Treatment  would  be  possible  at  a shorter 
interval  than  hitherto,  and  that  more  preventative  work  would  be 
pos.sible.  I 

Once  again  Lt  has  been  necessary  to  hold  some  School  Inspections 
at  St.  Martin’s  House  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  at  certain 
Schools.  School  Inspections  have  been  carried  on  throughout  the  year 
for  as  long  as  possible  during  the  School  Terms,  and  I would  again  ex- 
press my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  Head  Teachers  have 
co-operated  with  the  department. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Committee  and  Staff  of  the  School 
Health  Service  for  their  very  active  support  and  conscientious  interest 
throughout  the  year.

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STAFF  AND  ORGANISATION. 

The  work  of  administering  the  School  Health  Service  and  co- 
ordinating' that  work  with  the  Health  Department  was  carried  out  b\ 
the  School  Medical  Officer  as  well'  as  certain  School  Medical  Inspections 
in  the  Senior  Boys’  Schools,  and  other  duties. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  were  responsible  for  the 
majority  of  the  School.  Medical  Inspections,  Re-inspections  and  for 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  in  the  Schools.  They  also  carried  out  the 
periodic  examinations)  in  the  Nursery  Schools. 

Ascertainment  of  Handicapped  Pupils  was  arranged  mainly  in  the 
School  Holidays.  Examinations  of  Pupils  regarding  their  fitness  for 
employment  out  of  school  hours  were  done  each  Saturday  morning 
during  the  year.  In  addition,  the  Doctors  examined  candidates 
entering  Training  Colleges,  and  new  Entrants  to  the  Teaching 
Profession.  All  new  Staff  appointed  were  examined  by  the  Doctors 
for  Superannuation  purposes,  and  in  the  case  of  Canteen  Staffs,  special 
care  was  taken  to  exclude  carriers  of  intestinal  diseases. 

The  Sufjerintendant  Health  Visitor  and  Health  Visitor  School 
Nurses  assisted  at  School  Medical  Inspections,  Hygiene  Inspections 
in  all  the  Maintained  Schools,  and  paid  visits  •where  necessary  to  the 
homes  of  the  pupils. 

By  the  employment  of  Mr.  P.  Wilson  Smith,  L.D.S.  (who  had 
recently  retired  from  the  School  Dental  Service) , on  approximately  four 
ses.sions  per  week,  a great  deal  of  leeway  was  made  up  in  this  work, 
and  Mrs.  G.  E.  Williams,  having  had  extensive  experience,  was 
appointed  Dental  Attendant.  A fiujl  time  Dental  Officer  (Miss  Coates) 
wias  appointed  in  March,  195J. 

The  Sunray  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Princess  Street  Clinic,  the 
number  of  sessions  varied  with  the  demand. 

GENERAL. 

There  are  28  Schools  with  42  Departments  in  the  City. 

The  average  hlttcndance  of  School  Children  in  Primary  and 
Secondary  Modern  Scliools  was  5950.4  in  1953,  (Attendiancc  1953, 
90-5%)- 

Many  pupils  in  the  Secondary  Schools,  and  a fair  number  in  the 
Primary  Schools  come  from  addresses  out.side  the  City.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

The  duties  of  the  Local  Health  .A,uthority  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Acts  regarding  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are 
carried  out  by  both  General  Medical  Practitioners  and  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Authority,  and  it  has  been  the  practice  for  the  Medical 
Officers  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  in  the  Clinics  (Infant 
Welfare  and  Minor  Ailments)  and  the  Schools.

Every  Medical  Officer  who  has  a knowledg^e  of  the  protection 
against  smallpox  afforded  by  Vaccination  will  deplore  the  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  Vaccinations  excepl;  in  those  areas  where  tragedy  has 
aroused  parents  from  their  lethargy. 


The  majoritv  of  the  Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners,  but  far  too  many  parents  are  omitting  to  apply  the 
knowledge  gained  in  past  years — the  knowledge  that  Vaccination  is 
better  than  Smallpox. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

During  1953;,  576  School  children  were  immunised  by  :the  Medical 
Offipers  and  965  had  re-inoculations.  A full  I’eport  is  given  in  the 
.Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Prophylaxis  against  Whooping  Cough. 

Immunisation  against.  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  is 
available  on  request.  Generally,  Diphtheria  propylaxis  alone  is  given 
as  a routine  measure. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Measles,  375  against 
124  in  1952  ; Whooping  Cough  cases  were  127  compared  to  128  in  1952. 

No  serious  outbreaks  ocurred,  and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified.  Infantile  Paralysis  caries  were  i r.  iFood  Poisonings,  48  cases, 
were  mainly  isolated  ones.  Scarlet  Fever  cases  numbered  20. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  none  of  the  Food  Poisonincr  cases 
was  traceable  to  School  Meals. 
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TREATMENT  OF  PUPILS  ATTENDING  MAINTAINED 
PRIMARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS  (INCLUDING 
SPECIAL  SCHOOLS) 

Table  II  (q,v.)  gives  a list  of  the  defects  requiring  treatment  and 
observation  which  were  found  at  the  Periodic  and  Special  Inspections. 

Specialist  Treatment  is  provided  inj  the  Hcuspitals,  and  the  fullest 
co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  Hospital  Specialists  concerned 
and  the  School  Medical  Department. 

The  arrangements  with  the  General  Medical  Practitioners,  agreed 
with  the  Local  Medical  Committee,  have  also  worked  smoothly,  and  a 
high  degree  of  co-operation  has  been  maintained.  Where  defects  are 
found  at  School  Inspections,  these  are  reported  to  the  pupil’s  own 
General  Medical  Practitioner  through  the  parent,  who  is,  of  course, 
similarly  informed.  This  leaves  the  choice  of  treatment  and  of 
Specialist  to  the  patient’s  own  doctor.

Croup  5.  Child  Cuidance. 

Chikl  Guidance  cases  have  been  referred  to  the  Notre  Dame  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  in  Liverpool,  or  to  the  Child  Psychiatric  Clinic  at 
Liverp>ool.  It  is  hoped  that,  as  our  cases  are  few  in  number,  some 
arrangement  will  l)e  possible  to  combine  Child  Guidance  (which  comes 
under  the  Lociil  Education  Authority)  with  Child  Psychiatry  (which 
comes  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board).  One  of  the  greatest 
difficulties  is  the  findin<r  of  suitable  accommodation  convenient  to  the 
City.  Until  this;  problem  can  be  met,  iiti  will  be  necessary  for  children 
requiring  Child  Guidance  to  go  to  Liverpool  as  and  when  necessary. 
The  obvious  disadvantage  is  the  loss  of  time  and  length  of  travelling 
involved — which  militates  against  good  results. 
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13  pupils  were  treated  during-  the  year  at  the  Clinics.  There  Is 
little  doubt  that  the  establishment  of  a Qinic  in  Chester  would  lead  to 
the  discovery  of  many  more  eases  who  would  benefit  by  treatment. 

Croup  6.  Speech  Therapy. 

The  Speech  Therapist  reports  : — 

During-  1953  attendances  were  generally  good  although  there 
is  still  cause  for  improvement. 

Closer  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  Clinics  has  resulted 
in  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  defaulters,  and,  for  the  first 
time,  it  is  poss-ibic  to  report  that  no^  one  hast  refused  treatment. 

Contact  with  the  Schools,  as  well  as  the  Health  Department, 
Dental  Department,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Departments  continues  to  be 
of  great  importance)  and  has  been  maintained  tbroughout  the  year.

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HANOICAPPED  PU  PI  LS— SPEC  I AL  EDUCATIONKL 

TREATMENT 

For  the  purpose  of  the  Education  Acts,  1944  to  1948,  :the  ascer- 
tainment of  all  categories  of  handicapped  pupils  is  carried  out  by  the 
School  Medical  Officers  of  the  Aiuthority,  and  in  the  case  of  Education- 
ally Subnormal  pupils,  both  Medical  Officers  have  been  approved,  as 
required  by  the  Regulations.  Although  approval  of  Medical  Officers 
ascertaining  other  categories  is  not  now  required,  it  has  been  the  policy 
to  take  advantage  of  whatever  specialist  reports  were  available  on  the 
pupils  concerned,  especially  with  regard  to  the  maladjusted  group. 

The  provision  of  Special  Educational  Treatment  for  Handicapped 
Pupils  has  received  some  attention.  For  example,  the  treatment  of 
Educationally  Subnormal  children  was  particularly  considered.  Because 
of  its  size,  and  restricted  school  accommodation,  a Special  School  for 
Educationally  Subnormal  pupils  wias  not  considered  a possibility  in 
Chester,  and  in  any  case,  segregation  of  these  pupils  in  the  Primary 
School  stage  was  not  desirable  under  the  circumstances. 

It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  some  form  of  Special 
tuition  in  the  Primary  Schools  will  be  forthcoming,  to  assist  those 
pupils,  who  because  of  their  inability  to  understand  “what  it  is  all 
about”,  merely  sit  at  the  back  of  the  class,  frustrated  and  bewildered 
and  becoming  more  and  more  disinterested  in  what  is  going  on  around 
them.  Their  frustration  is  fertile  breeding  ground  for  maladjustment 
and  for  behaviour  problems,  and  is  a source  of  perpetual  anxiety  to  the 
parents  and  annoyance  to  their  teachers. 

In  the  Secondary  School  stage  also  we  need  some  form  of  special 
etlucational  treatment  in  addition  to  the  “stream”  system  now  in 
operation. 

The  iretentlon  of  very  backward  children  in  a normal  school  gives 
rise  to'  serious  difficulties  in  class,  especially  when  the  child  is  almost  in- 
educable. 

“Borderline”  cases  have  been  retained  within  the  school  system 
in  the  hope  that  they  may  eventually  be  taught  to  read  and  write — an 
accomplishment  which  very  materially  affects  their  happiness  in  future 
life. 
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It  is  far  better  to  have  a borderline  child  occupied  daily  in  school 
(provided  his  bcha.viiour  is  sjatisfactor'y)  than  to  refuse  him  tuition 
thereby  forcing  him  to  remain  at  home,  a nuisance  to  himself  and  to  bis 
parents  beca'’se  of  his  lack  of  employment.  The  provision  of  /an  Occu‘- 
pation  Centre  for  ineducable  children  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is  reported 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  number  of  pupils  examined  under  Section  34  of  the  Educa- 
tion Act  was  18  and  of  these,  2,  were  found  to  be  lEducationally  Sub- 
normal and  2 maladjusted. 
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EMPLOYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

The  Medical  Officers  examined  87  pupils  during  1953  to  ascertain 
their  fitness  for  employmeriit  out  of  school  hours.  Certificates  were 
granted  in  87^  cases. 


CO-OPERATION  WITH  PARENTS 

It  is  a tribute  to  our  School  Medical  Service  to  record  that  dluring 
1953  the  number  of  parents  present  at  the  Periodic  (Routine)  Inspec- 
tions was  1551,  representing  58.06%  of  the  pupils  examined. 

MINISTRY  OF  EDUCATION  CIRCULARS  248  and  289 

The  Medical  Officers  examined  . 66  people  as  Entrants  to  the 
Teaching  Profession  or  to  training  Colleges.  In  each  case,  X-rays 
were  arranged,  generally'  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Liverpool 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  City  early' 
in  1953,  when  it  was  proposed  to  examine  all  those  classes  of  teachers 
and  employees  of  the  Corporation  whose  work  entailed  close  contact 
with  children,  (See  Annual  Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health).
